PART THE FIRST. 

The Nature and Excellency of 'this 
Devotion. 

T He Devotion to the lacred Heart 
of Jefus has Jefus Chrift himfelf 
for its Author; it is he that planned 
the Project thereof, he explained the 
Nature of it and foretold its future 
Progrefs. The Church has at all Time* 

A 3 
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2 The Devotion to the 
confidered the facred Heart of Jefus 
as an Objedl worthy her Veneration; 
for whilft ihe honoured , as fhe ever 
did, his facred Humanity, doubtlefs 
the Heart which is the principal Part 
thereof, muft have delayed her Ado- 
ration. However this Devotion, tho’ 
ever holy in itfelf * has not, always 
been folemnized alike. It is only in 
thefe latter Days, that the Time ap- 
pointed by the eternal Decrees of Pro- 
vidence being come;, Almighty God 
•was pleated to'dilclofe to the whole 
World the:ineftimable Treafures of the 
facred Heart of his divine Son;- Such 
ever was the Condudtof God. over his 
Church; from Time to Time in order 
to roufe and ftir up the Piety of the 
faithful,. he fets up Devotions, which 
tno r not new in themfelves as to the 
Subftance and'. Groundwork, are yet 
;fo in their Solemnity and refpedlive 
Circumftances. Thus has he eftablilhed 
the Devotion to fche moft aiorahle Sa- 
crament of the Altar; thus again the 
Devotion to his facred Name , to his 
Tacred Wounds &c. 
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/acred Heart cf je/ut. * 

But to give a more dear Idea or 
this Devotion , let us . trace it back 
quite up to its Source, and fee ou 
■what Occafion it came forth. 

In the Year 1680 there lived in the 
Diocefs of. Autun in the Town called, 
Paroi le Monial in the Monaftery of 
the Vifitation a young Woman un- 
known to the World but favoured 
with the moft ftridl Communications 
with Almighty God , a worthy Spoufe 
of the fpotlefs Lamb. Her life was a 
Series of the moft eminent Virtues, 
and her Soul was filled with the moft 
diftinguifhed, Graces. For many Years 
this devout Soul had been inccflantly 
engaged in the Meditation of the im- 
menfe Riches of the adorable Heart 
of Jefus Chrift: for many Years fhe 
glowed with the holy Extafies of a 
divine and uninterrupted Love at the 
Sight of its Perfections ; fhe had long 
fighed after that bapjiy Moment, when 
fhe might lee this amiable Heart known, 
honoured and loved throughout the 
whole World. She then little knew that 
fhewastobe the happy Perfon chofen by 
A 4 
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5$ The Devotion to the 
Almighty God to bring about this 
great Work. On a certain Day within 
the 0<Stave of Corpus Chrifti finding 
herfelf more than ordinarily burning 
with this ardent Defire , Jefus 
Chrift appeared and fpoke thus to 
her. (a) „ You cannot, fays he, 
„ teftity your Love for me better, 
„ than by doing what I have fo often 
„ afked at your Hands; and difclofing 
v his facred Heart , he faid : ” Behold 
„ this Heart, which has lqved Man- 
„ kind fo tenderly, and fpared nothing 
w even to the wafting and confuming 
„ itfelf in Teftimony of its Love, and 
„ yet in Return I generally meet with 
„ nothing but Ingratitude, Contempt, 
„ Sacrilegesjrreverences and Coldnefs, 
„ even in the very Sacrament of my 


fa) As the Church does not pronounce on the 
Authenticity of this Revelation, or the Santtity 
of the Perfon to whom it was made, in order to 
conform as we ought , to the wife Regulations 
of the holy See, we only relate this as an hifto- 
jical Fatt, yet fo certain and fo averred as to 
challenge dcfervedly oar Belief and Adherence. 
,We fpeak here as formerly the Faithful (poke of 
the Revelation of S. Juliana , which gave Rife to 
(Jie Solemnity of the Feaft of Corpus Chrifti* 
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/acred Heart ofjefus. if 
^ Love; and ftill what more fenfibly 
„ affedts me , is that I receive this 
„ Ufage from Hearts peculiarly confe- 
„ crated to my Service. Wherefore I 
„ demand of thee, that the firft Friday 
„ after the Odtave of the Bleffed Sa- 
n crament be confectated to a fpeciaL 
* Feaft in Honour of my Heart, that 
„ a folemn Reparation«of Honour and 
„ a publick Adt of Atonement be of- 
„ ferredto it on that Day, and holy 
„ Communion received with an Intent 
„ to repair by it, as far as poffible, 
„ all the Injuries and Affronts it has 
„ received, when expofed on the Al- 
„ tars, and I promife it ftiall dilate 
„ itfelf to pour profufely the Gifts of 
„ its divine Love on allfuch Perfbns, 
„ as Ihall pay to it this Homage, and 
„ induce others to the vPerformance of 
„ the fame religious Office. 

Thefe are the Words of Jefus Chrift 
himfelf , and from them duely weighed 
as from a moft copious Spring flow 
fuch Truths, as moft properly belong 
to this Devotion, and are the fitteft 
to convey a diftuuft Notion of the 
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6 The Devotion to the 
Nature of it. They will be more fuHjr 
unfolded in the following Queries. 

FIRST QUERY. 

Wbat is the Objett of this 

Devotion? 

A. fT' He Objed thereof is the Heart 

. | of Jefus Chrift , an Objed of 
all others evidently the nobleft, the 
holieft, the greateft, the moft divine 
and altogether the moft fwcet and moft 
amiable that can foffibly be conceived. 
Hence it follows that a Devotion re- 
lating to it bears with it that parti-* 
cular Mark of Sandity , Dignity , 
Grandeur* Sweetnefs and Lovelinefs, 
which no other can come up to. The 
Dignity of this adorable Heart arifes 
i.irom its Union with the moftperfed 
and moft compleat Soul that ever was. 
Whereof this, divine Heart has been 
the Organ in the Produdion of its 
fenfible Affedions, Fro.m this dole 
Union of the Heart with the Soul, 
chat univerfal Notion among all polite 
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fluted Heart of* Jefus. •f 

Nations is fprung, whereby they are 
induced to pay to the Hearts of great 
Men after their Death Honours fuitabte 
to the Merits of the Soul- they were 
united to. If fo , what fhali we fay of 
the facred Heart of Jefus , fince it was 
united to fuch a Soul ? 2. To what a 
Pitch of Grandeur and infinite Merit 
is it not railed by its Union with the 
fecond Perfon of the Blefled Trinity ? 
"Whatever belongs to the adorable 
Perfon of Jefus Chrift claims all our 
Veneration in an infinite Degree; 
the leaft Part of his- facred Body, a 
Drop of his Blood, a Hair of his Head 
deferves our utmoft Adoration. Every 
Thing that has but touched his facred 
Body becomes thereby venerable, as 
the Crols , the Nails , the Lance, the 
Tliorns. ,lf the Lance, which pierced 
the Heart of Jefus , is by that very 
Touch become an Qbjedl of Veneration 
to the whole Church, what fhali we 
fay of the Heart itfdf, which has 
•imparted fo mUch Dignity to the con- 
temptible Steel? 

3. A farther Proof of the Dignity 
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i The Devotion to the 
of the Heart of Jefus is taken from the 
divine Fun&ion it was formed for, I 
mean that of burning inceflantly with 
the pureft and moft ardent Flames of 
the Love of God. From the very firft 
Inftant of its Production it glowed 
with that divine and uninterrupted Fire 
to the lafk Inftant of its mortalLife, and 
will ever thus burn for all Eternity. By 
one Angle A6t of the Love of God 
produced by it, the divine Majefty is 
infinitely more honoured , than it 
could poffibly be by the united Love 
of all Creatures even poffible during a 
whole Eternity. How noble then muft 
that Heart be, the Fun&ion whereof 
is to receive continually the Impreffions 
of this facred Love , and produce the 
higheft ACfs thereof uninterruptedly 
for all Eternity ? Hence the Compla- 
cency of the eternal Father for this 
divine Objedl, fince nothing can be 
more acceptable in his Eyes , than the 
never ceafing Love of his only Son. 

It is plain from all this that we do 
not mean to honour the facred Heart 
of Jefus barely as an inanimate and 
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j acred Heart cfjejus. p 
lifelefs Heart, but wcconfider it as 
united to the divine Perfon and as 
the chief Inftrumcnt of the Operations 
of the moft holy Soul that ever was. 
This undoubtedly was not fufficiently 
attended to by thofe who at firft feenied 
to attack this Devotion. They confi- 
dered the facred Heart merely as an 
inanimate Piece of Flefli without Life 
or Feeling , as a holy Relick purely 
material without paying any Atten- 
tion to its Union with the Divinity 
and to fuch fpiritual and divine Ri- 
ches as are annexed to it and which 
impart to it Life and Motion. 

SECOND QUERY. 

What is the End of this 
[Devotion? 

A. TTT E are to confiderthe facred 
VV Heart of Jcfus under two 
different Afpedts ; on one Side as a 
Heart full of Love and breathing , we 
may fay , nothing but the Salvation 
of Mankind j on the other Side as a Heart 
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jto The ' Devotion to the 
that is offended , infulted and. defpjfed 
by unthinking Man, by Sinners void 
of all Senfe of Gratitude and unaf- 
fected by his Love. The Inclination 
of this adorable Heart to reconcile Man 
to God and Earth to Heaven rauft raife 
in us Sentiments of the moft ardent Love 
and Feelings of the, greateft Sorrow to 
difpofe us for a Reparation of the 
Wrongs and Outrages it daily fuffers. 
The End therefore propofed by this 
Devotion, to which the Faithful are 
earneftly invited:, is in the firft Place 
to honour by .frequent ACts of Love 
and Adoration, and by all Manner of 
Submiffion and Homage the unbounded 
Lovp ofjefus fof us throughout thewhole 
Courfe of his mortal Life , but chiefly 
in the Sacrament >of the holy Eucharift, 
the Sum and- Abridgement of all his 
Wonders, where he Hill burns with 
the Love of us. In the next Place, it 
is to fhare in Ids Grief and to niake 
Amends on our Part for tbofe many 
Infults his Love for us expoled him to 
during his mortal Life, and ftill now 
txpofes him to. every Day. in. the 
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blefied Sacrament , where he is fo 
little loved by Men , fo little known, 
and oftentimes fo outrageoufly abufed 
even by thofe, who know him. 

THIRD QUERY. 

What are the Advantages of this 
Devotion ? 

A. Hey are numberlcfs and 
I unlpcakable. We need but 
look about us, and we fhall immediately 
difeover the many lingular Bleffings it 
produces in all Hearts. What more be- 
neficial than a Devotion, which fo 
far from being confined to Tome barren 
and outward Practices chiefly confi^s 
in a conitant Study of the interior 
Diipofitions of this ever adorable Heart, 
and in an uninterrupted Endeavour to 
model ourfelves on it, and tranferibe 
its Virtues into our own Lives; fo that 
in all Things , as far as we can , we 
fhould keep an Eye on this divine 
Objedt as the Model, we are to copy 
after in each of our AdUons. 
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'la The Devotion to the 
« Do you defire, pious Souls, to 
; attain the very Summit of Perfe&ion? 
Behold here a fafe and eafy Road to 
it. I fay a fafe Road: In Matters of 
Devotion nothing is lo much to be 
feared as Illufion. Whatever is un- 
common and lingular is defervedly to 
be miftrufted. Now this Devotion, 
fleers clear of any fuch Danger; the 
Objedt it honours is of all Objects 
the moft worthy, the Heart of a Man- 
God ; The End it propofes is quite 
divine ; the practical Duties performed 
therein are agreeable to the Spirit of 
the Church ; and fince Jefus Chrift 
fpeaking of himfelf , fays that he is the 
Way that leads to Life, and the 
Gate thro’ which we muft enter Heaven, 
how can we fear being milled by pene- 
trating into the moft auguft Sandhiary 
of his facred Heart in order to partake 
of thatFulnefs of Grace and Sandlity 
abiding therein as in its Centre? O! 
how noble, and precious a Sight, how 
worthy of the divine Majefty muft 
that Heart be , which is modelled on 
this divine Original 1 Hence that un- 
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fatrtd Heart of'Je/us. ig 
common Recollection, and that Mo- 
defty lb confpicuous in the whole 
Comportment of many fervorous Clients 
of this Devotion, that Spirit of Miid- 
nefs and Peace, that Odour of SanCti- 
ty, as I may fay, which charms, in- 
vites and edifies every Body. Again, 
by this Means the Heart is impercepti- 
bly weaned from itfelf and from all 
Creatures; Selflove abates, the Empire 
of Sin ceafes , Faults are diminilhed. 
Imperfections redrefled , the Soul fills 
with God, the inward Man is renew- 
ed , and acquires every Day an ad- 
ditional Degree of Strength. 

It is therefore a moft fafe and 
unerring Road to Perfection. But as 
a farther Matter of Comfort, I muft 
add that it is alfo a moft fweet, eafy 
and pleafant Road, attended by an 
uncommon falutary UnCtion, fuch as 
muft infpire the Love of Virtue , and 
an anfwerable Degree of Fortitude to 
praCtife it. For if a folid Devotion to 
this facred Heart is ever infeparable 
from an unfeigned Love for our di- 
vine Saviour, it is fcarce poffible to have 
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14 The Devotion to the 
this warm and tender Love, without 
finding in it an admirable Store of 
interior and quite divine Confolation. /■ 
And whereas the bare Sight of our 
Saviour's facred Wounds naturally 
calls up in our Hearts an unfpeakable 
Confidence in his Mercies , fo the Re- 
membrance , the leaft Thought of his 
facred Heart creates a certain Degree 
of Joy, which is eafier felt than 
dclcribed. I appeal to your Teftimony, 
devout Souls confecrated in a fpecial 
Manner to this Devotion, what Sweets 
have you not felt in thofe happy 
Moments, when Jefus Chrift has ad- 
mitted you into his facred Heart? 
What Delights, what Comforts, what 
Extafies j Were they not a Kind of 
Foretafte of the Joys of Heaven? 

There is ftill another Benefit en- 
tailed on this Devotion, and it is this. 

It is not confined merely to fome 
feledl and privileged Souls, more verfed 
in fpiritual Matters , and more enligh- 
tened than the common. No : it lies 
within the Reach of all Degrees of 
People , the unlearned as well as the 
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faired Heart of Jefus. Kg 
moft learned. The great ones and 
the Rich of the World have here no 
fuperior Advantage over the Poor and 
thofe of the common Sort , becaufe it 
refts wholly on the Difpofitions of the 
Heart , and all have a Heart to give 
to God , and may find one in Jefus 
Chrift ever ready to receive their Gift. 
Cheer up therefore , ye afflidted Souls, 
narrow Geniufes, indigent and forlorn 
Creatures. You ar'e not allowed to 
enjoy in this World either the Plea- 
furesofLife orthe Splendour ofHonours 
or the Treafures of Wealth , but you 
may be admitted into the facred Heart 
of Jefus Chrift, and therein you will 
find abundantly whatever the World 
. has denied you : happy , if you but 
know how to improve this great Trea- 
fure, where you may provide yourfelves 
with Riches for Time and Eternity 
itfelf. 

What then remains but that we 
enter into the adorable Heart of Jefus 
Chrift ! He came down on Earth chiefly 
for this End to bring with him the 
lacred Flames of divine Love, which 
B a 
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ttf The Devotion to the 
ought to firo all Hearts. Let us then 
throw ourfelves into that burning 
Furnace, to glow with its heavenly 
Heat; repair into that facred Afylutn, 
to be under Shelter from all the Dangers 
of Salvation ; to that Spring of living 
Water, to find Comfort in our Trou- 
bles ; to that Model of all Virtues , 
to tranfcribe them into our Lives; in 
a Word to that Place of Delights, 
to commence there our Heaven on 
> Earth. 

FOURTH QUERY. 

What are the Obftacles to 
this "Devotion ?

SIXTH QUERY. 

What- is the Difference between

A.I. TT is very great. They differ 
X in their Objedl , Motive and 
End. The firit is directed wholly to 
the: adorable Heart 0 f Jefus Chrift in 
the blefled Eucharift without any Re- 
lation to the other Parts of his Body: 
to the latter, the Body of Jefus Chrift 
^hole and entire as ludden under the 
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Jacred Heart of JeJus. 19. 
fecratnental Species is proposed to our 
Adoration without any ipecial Refe- 
rence to his facred Heart. Again , the 
Motive of our Devotion to the facred 
Heart of Jefus Chrift is 1. the infinite 
Love he bears us in that facred Heart 
united perfonally to the Divinity, 
and 1. the many Injuries , Affronts and 
Indignities it receives frill in Return 
from ungrateful Man , efpecially m 
the bleffed Eucharift : whereas the 
Motive of our Devotion to the bleffed 
Sacrament , is the infinite Dignity of 
the adorable Body and Blood of Chrift 
united to the Divinity , and worthy of 
the Adoration of Men and Angels. 

The End propofed in the Devotion 
to the Jacred Heart is to excite us to 
a fpecial Honour, and Love for that 
facred Heart , and to make an Atone- 
ment and Compenfation , as far as in 
us lies, for the many Injuries and 
Affronts offered to the, divine Love at 
all Times , but principally in the Abufe 
and Profanation of the moft bleffed 
Sacrament. This Reparation of Honour 
is -directed to the adorable Heart, as to

and euchariftic Love. Now the Devo- 
tion to the bleffed Sacrament is abfo- 
lutely independent on the facrilegious

. bleffed Sacrament > fince it wouldftill 
ever be juft to pay to the facred i Hu- 
manity under the facramental! Veils 
an infinite Honour, Love ,■ Devotion 
and Gratitude.

The Prattice of this Devotion*. 

I N general by the Pra&ice of this 
Devotion nothing more is meant , 
than the Ufe of fuch Paeans, as are 
beft calculated to render us true Adoj- 
rers and faithful Imitators of the facre^ 
Heart of Jefus Chrifh,.- Now this 
Practice is both interior s^nd exterior

it The t)evotion to the 
The interior Practice confifts in the 
inward Ads of Faith, Adoration, 
Love , Hope, Confidence, Gratitude 
and the like. The exterior Pradice 
confifts in outward and vifible Ads, 
fuch as are meant to denote outwardly 
the inward Devotion. Of this Sort are 
Prayers, Novenas, Confeflions and. 
Communions, Vifits. to Jefus Chriftin 
the bleffed Sacrament, Affociations , 
Confraternities , Falling , Penances 
and generally all pious and edifying 
Ads , which are performed to honour 
the adorable HearC of our blcifed Re- 
deemer. Whereupon it is not amifs to 
obferve , that we muft not fo reft and 
depend on thefe outward Pradices, 
as to perfuade ourfelves , that if we 
have but performed them, we have 
thereby fulfilled all Juftice. This would 
he confining the whole Syftem of 
Devotion to bare and empty Ceremo- 
nies. Much lels ought they to be 
confidcred as a Claim to Impunity for 
ones Faults, or as a Security of a 
future Converfion after having long 
flighted Almighty God’s Grace. This 
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/ acred Heart of Jefiis. 4$ 
Would be a grofs Illufion and a fatal 
Abufe ever difa vowed by all true De- 
votion. But on the other Hand, becaufe 
Devotion is mifufed, it is no Reafon 
why it fhould be condemned or fup~ 
preffed ; for the beft Things are liable 
to be mifufed. The Abufe indeed ought 
to be checked, but the Devotion itfelf, 
wholly faintly and foil'd , Ihould ever 
be- preferved. 

Thefe general Notions being once 
premifed , let us now confider in par- 
ticular the Devotions- to be pradlifed in 
Honour of the facred Heart of Jefus. 
Among them , fome are to be performed 
every Year, fome every Month, fom^ 
every Week , and fome every Day. 1 ‘ 

-EVERY YEAR 

*Tp HE folemn Feftival of this De- 

I votion is fixed on the firfi: Friday 
after the Odlave of Corpus Chrifti. This 
Day muft be fan&ified and conlecfated 
to the Love of our blefled Saviour 
by Prayer, pious Reading, Vifits to 
the bleffed Sacrament, and every other 
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•4 The Devotioti to the 
good Work; and therefore from the 
very Eve prepare for thisfolemn Day 
by fomc Adt of Penance or Charity, 
in order to prepare, your Heart for the 
divine Grace. On the Feftival itfelf 
repair to the Sacraments of Penance 
and holy Communion In yourCou- 
feffion on that Day accufc yourfelf, 
and deteft in a fpecial Manner your 
many Infidelities and Adlsof Difrefpedt 
towards the bleffed Sacrament. Ypur 
Communion ought to be performed 
with To much the more Fervour, as it 
is intended as a Reparation of Honour 
and Supplement for the many Negligen- 
ces and Detedtsin former Communions. 
In the Afternoon you fhall make, a 
fpccial Vifit to the bleffed Sacrament, 
and there make a -folcmn Adi of A- 
tonem'ent to the facred Heart , to make 
amends, as much as poffible, for aU 
the Indignities it receives every Day 
in the bleffed Eucharift, and for fuch 
as we ourfelves have perhaps been 
guilty, of. 
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EVERY MONTH. 

B Elides the principal Feaft which 
happens but once a Year, the firft 
Friday of every Month has been con- 
fecrated to the facred Heart; On that 
Day the Clients endeavour to perform 
anew either wholly or in Part the 
religious Duties pratfiled on the Feaft 
itfelf, as for Inftancc, Confeffion , Com- 
munion , Vifits to the bleiTed Sacrament, 
the Reparation of Honour &c. 

They confider the firft Friday of the 
Month as a fpecial Feftival proper for 
them. They are not however thereby 
debarred from attending to their own 
refpedtive Employments, provided they 
offer their Work to God for that End. 

EVERY WEEK. 

T He warm and fervorous Clients 
of this Devotion who endeavour 
to procure for tbemfelves a more plen- 
tiful Flow of heavenly Graces, are not 
fatisfied with honouring this divine 
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Heart once a Month: they have moreover 
confecrated the Friday of every Week 
to its Honour. On that Day they 
perform fome Adis of Devotion , fome 
good Works, or fmall Mortifications 
either interior or exterior in this View 
and with this Motive, to teftify their 
Gratitude and repair by their Love the 
Ingratitude of Man to Jefus Chrift. 
Thus we find that in other Devotions 
befides the principal Feftival , particu- 
lar and privileged Days are kept every 
Week. Tuefday for Jnftance is con- 
fecrated to the guardian Angels through- 
out the whole Year , Thurfday to the 
bleifed Sacrament, Saturday to our 
bleffed Lady &c. 

EVERY DAY. 

T He following Pradtices are fo 
much the more valuable, as they 
are more frequent and lie within the 
Reach of every Body. They are re- 
duced moftly to this: to perform all 
our daily Adtions in Union with the 
facred Heart ; fo that when we pray. 
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We pray with it ; when we love , we 
love with it ; when we ad , we ad with 
and in it ; when we iuffer, we fuffer with 
and for it. This is an admirable Art 
to heap up Treafures of Merits, Gra* 
ces and Glory. For as there is nothing 
fo noble in the Eyes of the divine 
Majefty, as the facrcd Heart of his 
Son , fo there is nothing more accepta- 
ble to him than the Union of our 
Adions with that adorable Heart. The 
infinitely holy Difpofitions of it make 
up for the Deficiency of our very im- 
perfed Adions, which thro’ this Union 
ate in fome Meafure divinized. 

Think therefore often , devout Souls, 
on Jefus Chrift , and repair to him in 
all your Wants; advife with him in 
your Doubts and Anxieties ; fpeak to 
him of your Troubles and Afflidions, 
give him an Account of your Thoughts, 
Defigns and Schemes, lay before him 
your Faults, Temptations and Paffions. 
Beg of him to remedy all your Evils , 
live in him, breathe for him alone. He 
will Hand you in Lieu of every Thing 
elfe, if -you but know how to leek 
all Things in him. 
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Befides tbefe Methods annexed to 
certain particular Times, there are others 
that may be ufed at all Times. Such 
are the Reparation of Honour, the 
Adi of Confecration to the facred Heart, 
Communions , Vifits to the bleffed Sa- 
crament &c. Such again are the outward 
Signs the Clients of this Devotion 
wear about them , as Pi&urcs , Medals 
and Scapulars ; fuch in fhort are the 
■Beads, the Litanies and other Prayers 
confecrated to the Honour of this di- 
vine Heart.

T He devout Client of the facred 
Heart finding himfelf wholly fur- 
rounded with the Bounties of this 
amiable Saviour, and fired with the 
Xove of him , pants moft ardently af- 
ter the clofeft Union with him , and 
ever fighs after the Happinefs to enjoy 
him. Repair then, devout Soul, to 
holy Communion; go thither with a 
View to honour and glorify this di- 
vine Heart , to obtain the Graces ne- 
ceffary to keep you from Sin , to prac- 
tice Virtue and to attain to that Degree 
of San&ity, Almighty God means to 
raife you to. Afk all thefe Graces with 
Confidence, fays S. Bonaventure. Can 
he deny you any thing, who imparts 
his own felf to you? 

When the happy Moment draws

O N the firft Friday of every Month, 
three Religious are chofen to vide 
the moft bleffed Sacrament each Fri- 
day of that Month , as Commiffioners 
from the Community. They take their 
Na?ne by Lot according to their ref- 
pediive Commiffion in this their Charge. 
The firft is called the Adorer , the 
fecond the Mediator , and the third 
the Repairer. The Adorer fays the 
Beads of the facred Heart paying all 
Homage due to this divine Objed. 
The Mediator fays the Litany of the 
facred Heart in order to obtain for 
the Community the true Spirit of Re- 
ligion, and a great Exadnefs in the 
Obfervance of the Vows and Rules. 
The Repairer makes the Reparation of 
Honour as above mentioned , adapted 
to religious Houfes to obtain Pardon 
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for the Faults , that are daily commit- 
ted in the Community. 

If the Perfons appointed for this 
Duty Ihould be hindered in the Dif- 
charge of their Obligation, Care muft 
be taken, that others be fubftituted 
in their Place, that the Community 
may not be deprived of thofe Graces 
and Bleffings , which God never fails 
beftowing on each Particular in Con- 
fequence ofthefe Vifits performed with 
Devotion and Fervour. 

A PRACTICE 

FOR A SECULAR FAMILY &c. 

T His Pradlice confifts in an Agree- 
ment of fome pious and virtuous 
People , of whom one daily at his 
Convenience vifits the Heart of Jefus 
as ever remaining in the holy Eucha- 
rift, and there in his own and the 
Name of the others his Affociates, 
honours this facred Heart by the Re- 
cital of that A& of Virtue , as hereaf- 
ter expreffed, which in particular ha$ 
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fallen to his Lot or Choice for that 
Month. Thefe Ads of Virtue in general 
are five: Adoration . , Thanksgiving , 
Love, Atonement for Sin , and Petition. 

2. The Number of devout Perfons 
compo.fing it may be greater or left , as 
Occafions ferve. Tho’ only five are ap- 
pointed for the Duty of reciting the 
five Ads , yet this ought not to hinder 
every Particular from joining in the 
daily reciting of the faid Ads. Even 
it is advifable they ihould, each one for 
Example choofing that particular Ad 
for himfelf, which his own Devotion 
Ihall fuggeft. 

3. The five chofen by Lot engage 
themfelves to recite daily in the Name 
of the whole Affociation the reipedive 
Ad, which falls to their Charge. They 
are, if we may call them fo, public 
Deputies or Embafladors to the Throne 
of Heaven in order to obtain Fa- 
vours for the reft, and to draw down 
particular Bleffings upon each, one of 
this Affociation. 

4. The Choice of thefe five Deputies 
may be made in the folio wins h<I an ' 
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rer. Let there be as many Billets^ 
as there are Perfons , who are to draw 
for this honourable Preferment : on 
five only of thefe fhall be written the 
particular Adis, which are to be faid , 
as the A3 of' Adoration, the A3 of 
Thanksgiving , and fo on. The other 
Billets are Blanks. The whole being 
mixed together, each draws one Bil- 
let for himfelf. Thofe who draw the 
Billets written upon, charge themfelves 
with offering up during the following 
Month to the facred Heart in the 
Name of the reft that Adt, which has 
fallen to his Lot. 

5 . A Draught muft be made for the 
Abfent wichin any competent Diftance, 
and if a Lot or one of the five endor- 
fed falls to any one, of them , Notice 

. fhould v be given immediately that no 
Time be loft, where fo great an In- 
tereft of the Affociation is at Stake. 

6. This Choice fhould be made twelve 
Times a Year, and the moft proper 
Time for it would be towards the End 
of each Month. 

7. Every Affociate fhould have in 
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Ms Houfe or Chamber a Picture of the 


facred Heart. The Advantage amongft 
others is this. Should any Particular 
be hindered from vifiting the blefled 
Sacrament , he may before this Picture 
acquit himfelf of the Obligation he 
has voluntarily taken upon himfelf. 
Jefus Chrift has given us an Inftance 
and Proof of how great Merit this 
Practice is in his Sight. Of this Truth 
Sifter Mary Margaret a great Servant 
of God is a Witnefs, as appears ia 
her Life written at large 1729. byjofeph 
Languet at that Time Bifhop of Soif* 
fons , and promoted afterwards to the 
Archbilhoprick of Sens. Our blefted 
Redeemer fpoke to her, as is related 
in the faid Life, as follows. 

„ I am much pleafed in the Devo- 
„ tion the Faithful fhcw for my Heart, 
„ and for this Reafon I defire the 
„ Picture thereof may be drawn and 
„ expofed, that by this lb amiable a 
„ Reprefentation , the Hearts of Men 
„ may be foftened into Repentance. 
„ I promile that fuch as in a more 
p particular Manner fhall honour this 
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„ Pidhire, fhall partake more amply 
„ of thofe Graces, with which my 
„ Heart is replenifhed. 

8. The Virtues of the greateft Efti- 
mation, as moft dear to the facred 
Heart of Jefus, among the Affociates 
muft ever be Meeknejs and Humility , 
and the Vices oppofite to thei'e muft 
be had in equal Deteftation. 

If then, devout Reader , this facred 
Heart ,of Jefus is really an Objedt of 
your AfFedtions, as no Doubt it ought 
to be, make up amongft thofe , with 
whom you live, your Family, Friends 
and Domeftics a fmall Affociation of 
this Nature, and take my Word for 
it. Almighty God will look with a 
propitious Eye both on you, and 
this your Aflembly.
